Ana 
it is the same despicable spirit of gréed and 
selfishfiess that actuates us a8 individuals when 
we seek to take away from our neighbor something 
which is his that actuates nations when they make 
war upon others to grab territory and cther spoils, 
oil wells, mines, ccal and other riches. When 
you: cheat some other out of a dolar, you have 
done just that much toward starting amother war. 

We wish you could all go with us some day 
over to the mine we are interested in Sierra county, 
climb those mighty micuntains and take a look 
around at the other: great and grand mountains 
and gubches for hundreds of miles in every 
direction. We wish you could go into that mine 
and see where it has taken a strong ‘man all day 
to dri one little hole into the rock eight or ten 
inches, and then stop and consider the fact, in 
comparison that Almighty God in his awful power 
shook the earth as though it was a feather, and 
threw all those vart mountains up out of the 
bowels of the world from somewhere down below, 
all. a meulten mass of fire at the time, as evi- 
denced by the overlapping cap of lava.
